The Internal Revenue Service has announced the tax year 
2017 annual inflation adjustments for more than 50 tax provi- 
sions, including the tax rate schedules, and other tax 
changes. Revenue Procedure 2016-55 provides details about 
these annual adjustments. The tax year 2017 adjustments 
generally are used on tax returns filed in 2018. The tax items 
for tax year 2017 of greatest interest to most taxpayers 
include the following dollar amounts: 

The standard deduction for married filing jointly rises to 
$12,700 for tax year 2017, up $100 from the prior year. For sin- 
gle taxpayers and married individuals filing separately, the 
standard deduction rises to $6,350 in 2017, up from $6,300 in 
2016, and for heads of households, the standard deduction will 
be $9,350 for tax year 2017, up from $9,300 for tax year 2016. 

The personal exemption for tax year 2017 remains as it was 
for 2016: $4,050. However, the exemption is subject to a phase- 
out that begins with adjusted gross incomes of $261,500 
($313,800 for married couples filing jointly). It phases out 
completely at $384,000 ($436,300 for married couples filing 
jointly. ) 

For tax year 2017, the 39.6 percent tax rate affects single 
taxpayers whose income exceeds $418,400 ($470,700 for 
married taxpayers filing jointly), up from $415,050 and 
$466,950, respectively. The other marginal rates—10, 15, 25, 
28, 33 and 35 percent—and the related income tax thresholds 
for tax year 2017 are described in the revenue procedure.

Lowell and Main streets. 

The McIntosh boys did not 
have an easy time growing 
up in a town that was True 
Blue Lincoln. To some of the 
locals, they were Souther- 
ners. George McIntosh had a 
run-in at the swimming hole 
at Jenks Bridge. As he was 
about to jump from the div- 
ing board, someone jumped 
on it, and he landed on it face 
first, losing several teeth. He 
was told it was because he 
was from New Orleans. 

When Dr. Henry Hiller and 
Dr. France Hiller moved to 
town about 1875, they first 
lived on Main Street, oppo- 
site the McIntoshes. France 
Hiller and Mary Ann MclIn- 
tosh became very good 
friends. The Hillers’ wealth 
did not influence the thinking 
of Mrs. McIntosh. She had 
been to the top, and she had 
been to the bottom. 
‘France’s niece Agnes Ma- 
thinson arrived from Eng- 
land. In Oct. 1892, she and 
Schamiel were married. One 
doesn’t hear much about 
Mrs. Schamiel McIntosh, but 
it was as a result of that 
wedding that Schamiel came 
to be, to a degree, under the 
thumb of Mrs. Dr. Hiller. 

The 1903 fire that wiped out 
Schamiel’s business complex 
was a blessing in disguise. 
When McIntosh rebuilt, he 
added a hardware store, la- 
ter known as Church Street 
Hardware. 

A dozen.years after the fire, 
he had a thriving blacksmith 
business and a hardware 
store. He would buy a new 
Buick every year, to drive 
back and forth to his sum- 
mer home on Cape Cod. 

When World War I broke 
out, there was a sudden ra- 
tioning of sugar. Schamiel 
wanted sugar for his coffee, 
and stores were given a limit 
of how much they could sell. 

So Schamiel opened.a gro- 
cery store, enabling him to 
buy as much as he wanted. 
One day he decided he would 
give away sugar free with his 
grocery orders. It wasn’t 
packaged; he’d just put it ina 
bag and present it to a cus- 
tomer buying other goods. 
One fellow came back, angry, 
complaining that there wasn’t

complex in 1903. 


a full pound of sugar in the 
bag. Schamiel showed him 
the door, and the fellow didn’t 
touch any of the steps on the 
way out. 

There were many stories 
about Schamiel, who always 
had a wad of chewing tobac- 
co in his mouth. Like the 
blacksmith of Longfellow’s 
poem, his shop would occa- 
sionally attract youngsters 
wanting to watch the black- 
smith. Schamiel would pick 
out some particularly tow- 
headed youngster and walk 
over to him with a “Hi, Son- 
ny” approach. Then he would 
place his huge hand on the 
boy’s head for a moment, be- 
fore returning to his forge, 
laughing so loudly it could be 
heard for a half a mile. 

For in his hand had been a 
wad of well-chewed tobacco, 
which would be in the boy’s 
hair, with juice streaming 
down his neck. 

Schamiel had a parrot, a 
green, almost evil looking 
thing. It lived and eventually 
died in the blacksmith shop. 
The Methodist minister said 
it was the only thing in Wil- 
mington that could curse 
louder and longer than Scha- 
miel. 

He sold the hardware store 
to Frank Griffin, Sr. in the

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Tips for 
filing an amended 
tax return

You’ve filed your federal tax 


-return and now discovered 


: “you’ve made a mistake. What 
Should you do? You can fix the 


errors by filing an amended 


- tax return. 


Here’s what you _ should 


_ know: 


e Use Form 1040X, Amended 


U.S. Individual Income Tax 
- Return, to file an amended 


. tax return. Be advised — you 


can’t e-file an amended re- 
turn. A paper form must be 


,-mailed in. 


e You should consider filing 
an amended tax return if 


; there is a change in your fil- 


ing status, income, deductions 
or credits. 

¢ Normally you do not need 
to file an amended return to 
correct math errors. The IRS 


_ will automatically make those 
» changes for you. Also, don’t 


file an amended return be- 


cause you forgot to attach tax 
forms, such as Forms W-2 or 
schedules. If necessary, the 
IRS normally will send a 
request asking for those docu- 
ments. 

e In general, you must file 
Form 1040X within three 
years of the date you filed 
your original. tax return or 
within two years of the date 
you paid the tax, whichever is 
later. Be sure to enter the 
year of the return you are 
amending at the top of Form 
1040X. 

e If you are amending more 
than one tax return, prepare a 
Form 1040X for each year’s 
return and mail them to the 
IRS in separate envelopes. 

e You will find the appropri- 
ate IRS address to mail your 
return to in the Form 1040X 
instructions. 

e If your changes involve 
the need for another schedule 
or form, you must attach that 
schedule or form to the amen- 
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ded tax return. 

e If you are filing an amend- 
ed tax return to claim an ad- 
ditional refund, wait until you 
have received your original 
tax refund before filing Form 
1040X. You may cash your 
original refund check while 
waiting for the additional re- 
fund. 

e If you owe additional taxes 
with Form 1040X, file it and 
pay the tax with the return or 
as soon as possible to mini- 
mize interest and penalties. 

e You can generally expect 
your amended return to be 
processed in about 16 weeks 
from the date the IRS re- 
ceives it. 

e You can use the IRS 
Where’s My Amended Return? 
tool on IRS.gov to check the 
status of your amended tax 
return three weeks after you’ve 
mailed it. This automated tool 
is also available in Spanish, 
Chinese, Korean, Vietnamese, 
and Russian.

It is also extremely pedestrian 
friendly, though you can take a car- 
riage ride or a pedi cab anywhere. 
Paula Deen is based in Savannah, 
and the hop on-hop off tours will 
take you right by her restaurant. 
Though walking the city alone 
can consume two full days, there 
are areas outside that are worth 
exploring. Consider a day at the 
beach on Tybee Island, a barrier 
island and resort community that 
reminds us of Salisbury State 
Beach on one end and Plum Island 
on the other. And did I mention the 
water temperature was 70 degrees? 
We also visited the Pinpoint Heri- 
tage Museum, a Gullah/Geechee en- 
clave, founded by freedmen whose 
ancestors had originally been 
brought to the Savannah barrier 
islands from West Africa.

start receiving credit,” Mul- 
vaney continued. “It’s an esti- 
mated $300 worth of returns 
over the first 10 years.” 

In this way, she said, it lets 
people who can’t afford to 
get solar panels on their 
houses, who have roofs that 
can’t support the panels, or 
who don’t own their own 
property, contribute to clean 
energy and receive paybacks 
from their energy supplier 
because of how solar energy 
saves them money. 

Jane Parenteau, director of 
integrated resources, ex- 
plained that the participants 
are due back the risks and 
rewards that the department 
receives from the use of 
solar energy. 

“It’s the difference between 
the cost of fuel versus the 
cost of this particular proj- 


ect,” she said. “In month 13 


through year 10, we return 
any benefit that we get on 
the wholesale side... any 
benefit or cost reduction 
associated with the solar. We 
can’t take the power and 
redistribute it to every cus- 
tomer who’s signed up. 
We’ve constructed kind of a 
financial model.” 

The project that these 500 
customers agreed to support 
lasts through the next 10 
years. 

“This one was a SUCCESS... SO 
we have a waitlist. We’re hop- 
ing to get another project 
out,” added Parenteau. “As 
long as there’s a demand for 
customers who are willing to 
sign up, we will continue to 
research potential areas and 
develop contracts. We’re inter- 
ested in partnering with the 
towns to explore town build- 
ings and other potential sites.” 


Solar Choice is the evolu- 
tion of Green Choice, Read- 
ing Municipal’s first opportu- 
nity for its customers to sup- 
port renewable energy. Pa- 
renteau included that it was 
the customers who made the 
first move for RMLD to start 
renewable energy initiatives. 

“10 to 15 years ago, we de- 
veloped a program where 
customers could sign up for 
blocks of power, where one 
block was equivalent to 100 
kilowatt hours. They’d pay $3 
a block,” she said. “We had a 
little over 200 customers that 
signed up.” 

Green Choice phase. two, 
she noted, took their custom- 
er’s initiatives to the next ; 
level. as 

“After that, we purchased. - 
contracts with renewable de- - 
velopers. We have two wind » 
projects and one very ee ; 
solar project.” 

Then, RMLD explored com- 
munity solar, and in doing 
so, created their first Solar 
Choice option for their ener- 
gy-enthusiastic customers. 

Parenteau and Mulvaney 
are excited for the good that 
this and potentially more 
Community Shared Solar 
projects will do. 

“They’re carbon-free, so - 
while they’re generating 
electricity, they’re not using 
natural gas, oil, or coal— 
reducing emissions,” Mulva- 
ney noted. “It’s energy that’s 
produced locally, as opposed 
to in Maine or other: areas, 
so there’s less losses in the 
system because it’s «within 
our service territory.”.

Every time Bob Woods 
cleans his basement, he sees 
it as an opportunity to look 
back in Wilmington High 
School time.

The father of three has 
been on the Wilmington Fire 
Department for 26 years 
now, and that is a job with 
some serious memories. 
But, every time he runs into 
then battery-mate and now 
Town Moderator Jim 
Stewart, memories of that 
team and a remarkable sea- 
son come flooding back. The 
no-hitter, the MVC All-Star 
selection, the Rocco Club 
Cavern, a tourney run that 
saw the Wildcats win four 
tight games in heart-stop- 
ping fashion. Six pre-season 
wins followed by 14 victories 
in the regular season, a 
comeback from a broken 
thumb early that season and 
a big three-run homer in the 
tournament. Bob Woods 
can’t be blamed if some- 
times he spends a little extra 
time cleaning that base- 
ment. 


No flaws with this bunch 


Coach Jim Gillis is 62 
years old living quite nicely 
in semi-retirement, but he 
jumps at the chance to talk 
about a team that went 
streaking into Wilmington 
High School baseball histo- 
ry. The Wildcats had some 
fine teams under former 
coach Joe Gilligan, but in 
the spring of 1977, these 


Wildcats took off. They had 
pitching, and more pitching. 
And, depth to spare. They 
were also the big-boppers of 
their day, a big group of 
football players who could 
bash the baseball to all 
fields. Gillis has saved the 
team photo and a book of 
memories that he prepared 
especially for the celebra- 
tion dinner held at the Sons 
of Italy Lodge on August 12, 
1977. He still has a ticket to 
that night he saves with the 
memories. 

“They were peaches and 
cream, well disciplined and 
always ready to play,” 
remembers’ Gillis, who 
retired several years ago 
after serving as WHS direc- 
tor of physical education 
and facilities for 25 years. “I 
was always a black and 
white kind of guy, but that 
team taught me a lot. They 
were loose, but they were 
dedicated. They were win- 
ners who didn’t expect to 
lose.” 

Just one of those big win- 
ners was the lanky right- 
hander Stewart. Jim was 13- 
1 that season, batted .403 
and was a Merrimack Valley 
Conference all-star and the 
league Most Valuable 
Player. He set the WHS 
record for runs (26), stolen 
bases (13) and _ wins. 
Stewart, who has. watched 
two sons grow and mature 
playing Wilmington High 
School sports, knew in 
March of that year that his 
team was headed for a very 
special place in the school’s 
sports history. 

“We had an _ infectious 
desire to win,” says Stewart, 
while watching his son Steve 
patrol centerfield during a 
recent home game. “We had 
a good feeling about the 
team, but I don’t think any- 
body thought we would go as 
far as we did. No 
Wilmington baseball team 
had ever done anything like 
that. Our goal that season 
was to just make the tourna- 
ment.” 

The Wildcats, thanks to a 
couple of rainouts early that 
season, could afford to 
throw their ace out there 
early and often. They could

also intimidate opponents 
with their size and ability to 
bash the baseball. “We were 
able to pitch Jimmy in the 
majority of the games,” 
offered Gillis. “We could hit 
the long ball too. That’s 
when we put the fence up in 
Wilmington. Those kids 
could all hit the ball hard to 
right-center.” 

And, then there was the 
size factor. Even their coach 
had to adapt at some point 
during that season. “I used 
to make them kneel down 
when I talked to them. 
They’d come over to me and 
automatically drop to one 
knee. Every one of them 
seemed to be 6-3’ or over. 
There’s nothing worse when 
you’re trying to get a point 
across than to be looking up 
at somebody,” laughs Gillis 
today” 

But their coach never 
failed to get the team’s 
attention, no matter how big 
they were. ?Jimmy Gillis 
knew when and how to use 
people,” says Stewart. “He 
made the game fun for us, 
and we listened to what he 
had to say,” offers Woods.

A tourney worth 
remembering 


Every tournament game 
was nip and tuck, but that 
first trip to Bourne had 
Gillis grinning from ear-to- 
ear. There was just some- 
thing about this team that 
made even a bus ride spe- 
cial. “I’ll never forget that 
bus ride down to the Cape,” 
says Gillis. “The kids were a 
little rambunctious, but cool 
as could be. I was up-tight, 
but their attitude began to 
rub off on me. That’s where 
the saying that we used ‘no 
problem’ came from.” 

The team won that first 
game, 5-4, and it was time to 
celebrate. “I remember 
Larry Cushing (WHS 
Athletic Director) gave me 
50 cents for each kid to go to 
McDonald’s. Bobby Woods 
probably ate 10 dollars 
worth,” says Gillis. 

Woods was well worth his 
weight in burgers, as he 
came up big behind the 
plate and with the bat 
throughout that postseason. 
Woods bashed a three-run 
homer to best Dom Savio, 
and then came up with a 
typically big play defensive- 
ly, picking off a runner in 
the title game victory. 

“In that first inning 
against Bridgewater- 
Raynham, I got hit hard. 
But, Tom Stewart made two 
great catches in deep right-

Come spring, 
there was no letting up, with 
the duo bringing their com- 
petitive nature from the 
football field straight to the 
baseball diamond. 

The families of many of 
that team’s players remain 
tight, and often chat at vari- 
ous sporting events all over 
Wilmington. Woods’ daugh- 
ter Kimberly plays softball 
with Jim’s 8th grade daugh- 
ter Jennifer, and Stewart’s 
oldest son Greg is playing 
football and baseball at 
Tufts, his dad’s alma mater. 
There is a football-baseball 
family connection today, 
with Stewart son Steve get- 
ting ready to hold down the 
starting quarterback posi- 
tion for the Wildcats this 
Fall. 

There is even a Tewksbury 
connection, as Jim married 
a ‘Tewksbury’ girl, Mary 
(Martin), who is quick to 
point out that after 24 years 
of marriage to Jim she now 
is all about Wilmington 
Blue.

WILMINGTON - Bill 
Cameron is 86 years old 
now. and has been retired 
from-driving a truck out of 
Boston for 23 years.

Saturday afternoon, most 
of.them returned to swap 
stories and memories in the 
vast . backyard of their 
coach Jim Gillis. There was 
ae Cake emblazoned with a 
tedm:photo, a commemora- 
tive-plaque with that same 
photograph. The team gath- 
ered for an updated photo 
that will be positioned 
une? the one that was 
taken back when these 
Wildéats faced archrival 
Tewksbury back in 1977. 
There was a scrapbook on a 
picnic table, plenty of food, 
ahd’a cooler filled with cold 
beér , 

It' was a perfect day for a 
trip down a championship 
memory lane. On this day 
at feast, it would be the bus 
driver batting leadoff for 
Wilmington’s Boys of the 
Spring of 1977. 

“ femember certain kids 
now,” said Cameron, sitting 
comfortably in a folding 
chair‘ as he observed the 
unfolding festivities early 
Saturday afternoon. “I 
remember kids like Rich 
Medeiros. A great ballplay- 
er ‘and a tough kid. I loved 
him. He was a good hitter. 
And -Bobby Woods could hit 
a’ Baseball a country mile. 
His ‘cbusin Steve Woods at 
sécohd base...” Cameron’s 
voice’ trails off before he 
shakes a hand or two. There 
is‘“déne teaching moment 
that‘Season that he remem- 
bers’ with particular fond- 
ness, " 

“Jimmy (Gillis) had me 
take the principal George 
Eisénberg -- who grew up in 
Brédklyn and never saw a 
baséball game -- to 
Methuen with us. He said 
‘take this guy with you and 
tedch’ him some baseball.’ 
Spine’ people think that this 
is “a simple game, but it 
isn’t.” 

The’ Wildcats that season 
often ‘made the game look 
simple, but in reality it was 
a‘tough championship road 
paved with quality oppo- 
nénts. They were champi- 
ons*then, and they are 
champions today. To a man, 
they: credit Gillis with help- 
ing'them to jump-start their 
lives with much more than 
baseball lessons along the 
way. 

Steve Woods works in cor- 
porate banking these days, 
ahd he was the next man up 
to talk about Gillis and all 
that he did -- and still does - 
- for these Wildcats. 

*Pve been very fortunate 
in my life since high 
school,” offers Woods. 
“Jimmy Gillis was more 
than. a baseball coach. He 
was a life coach. He helped 
ai bunch of misfits come 
together as a group. He 
taught us to swagger. We 
used to stagger, but he tran- 
sitioned us to swagger. He 
was the type of coach that 
could: get the best out of 
people. A lot of the things 
that,,we learned playing 
baseball with that champi- 
onship team we carried 
with us for the rest of our 
careers and our lives. It was 
about more than just base- 
ball.” 

“There were so many good 
memories on that team,” 
says Rich Medeiros, who 
like many of his teammates 
looks like he could step onto 
the field and go play a game 
of ,baseball today. “There 
were a couple of games I 
can, remember like it was 
yesterday. That ball that 
ma oods hit up in Lowell 
is still traveling. That was a 
moon-shot. I will never for- 
get, that. It’s ingrained in 
my memory. We were really 
strong up the middle- catch- 
ef, second base, shortstop 
ahd centerfield. We were 
pretty tough.” 

‘We could win big or we 
could win by a couple of

Woods, who is still an 
imposing, but genuinely 
caring bear of a man after 
all these years. “We could 
grind. We were a grinding 
team. There weren’t a lot of 
superstars. Everybody just 
played together.

Saturday’s celebration 
was planned for at least 
four months, with Gillis and 
his ace pitcher Jim Stewart 
meeting at Rocco’s to make 
sure the day went off with- 
out a hitch.

While the loss was a tough 
one to take, finishing the 
season with 13 wins and the 
league championship is 
something the team can 
take with them into next 
season. 

“We only have two sen- 
iors,” said Walsh.

It has been an outstanding 
season for the Shawsheen

The Sole Sisters treat you like a King

WILMINGTON - John 
Bingham, a leading expert 
on all things distance run- 
ning once said, “No one can 
run a single step for you. No 
one can jump in and help 
you. No one but you can 
make the decisions about 
what to do to keep going. It’s 
all up to you.” 

There are 260 women who 
might respectfully disagree 
with that comment includ- 
ing Tewksbury’s Jennifer 
King. 

King, a member of the pop- 
ular women’s running club 
known as the Sole Sisters, 
credits this rapidly-growing 
club with her success on the 
roads. While she would 
agree that the training is 
highly individual and it’s 
clearly up to the runner to 
get from point A to point B, 
the Sole Sisters provide the 
foundation and guidance for 
many fledgling running 
careers. 

“The support system within 
this group is, in my opinion, 
second to none,” said King. 
“The Sole Sisters include 
some of the most inspiring 


women I have ever known. 
To be part of this community 
is not something that you 
come across everyday, but 
when you find it, you hold on 
and never let go.” 

Jennifer King found the 
Sole Sisters in typical fash- 
ion, joining the Wilmington- 
based organization several 
years ago after some initial 
hesitation. As she explained, 
it took a few months of urg- 
ing before she stepped out- 
side her “comfort zone”. But 
on the advice of her aunt, 
Mary Young, and several 
friends, all club members, 
she participated in a group 
workout that took place in 
the vicinity of her home. She 
quickly became enamored. 

“T now love running,” said 
King, who participated in 
high school cross country in 
her hometown of 
Thomaston, CT but found 
that she didn’t fully enjoy 
the pursuit. “Growing up, I 
preferred team sports and 
played softball along with 
taking part in karate and 
dancing. But after the birth 
of my second child Cadence, 
who is now six, I trained for 
and completed my first 5K 
in March of 2011. It was 


tough but from that point, I 
was hooked.” 

King’s original goal that 
season was to complete a 5K 
road race before Cadence 
turned a year old. Her 
motive, similar to many of 
her Sole Sister colleagues, 
was to “get my post-baby 
body back into shape.” Not 
only did she succeed in that 
respect, King added another 
5K, as well as a five-mile 
event to her inventory. 

Today, King can also claim 
several half-marathons 
amongst her road racing 
exploits, including Boston’s 
2016 Run to Remember, 
which she completed in a 
respectable 2:01:11, 
Amesbury’s challenging 
Earth Rock Run, and last 
fall’s Baystate half- 
marathon held in Lowell, 
where she captured her cur- 
rent personal record of 
1:59:50. 

Her 5K best is 25:33, 
recorded at the recent Cause 
+ Event 5K in Arlington, 
which donates half the entry 
fee to the runner’s chosen 
charity. In this instance, 
King directed her contribu- 
tion toward a Sole Sister- 
related fund.

King, 42, prefers longer 
distances so she can “chat 
alongside friends,” as she 
puts it. With this in mind, it 
would seem fitting that King 
climbs the distance ladder to 
the marathon. 

“In October, I’ll be running 
the Chicago Marathon, 
which will be my first full 
marathon,” she said. 
“Training for it starts this 
week and I’m _ nervously 
excited. There are about ten 
of us running this race and 
many are first-timers. I 
know I’ll be in good compa- 
ny.” 

That “good company” will 
include husband Dave, who 
King met while attending 
UMass Amherst. Dave, a tal- 
ented distance runner in his 
own right, has been an inte- 
gral part of her support net- 
work and according to King, 
encourages her to reach new 
heights in her own running. 

“When I decided to sign up 
for my first marathon, he 
signed up, too,” shared 
Jennifer King, whose family 
includes Cadence, 10-year- 
old son Ryan and a ‘spunky’ 
lab-mix named Luck. “At 
first I was surprised but 
then I was extremely grate- 
ful to have him there to 
share the experience with 
me.” 

Some competitive runners 
often fail to capitalize on the 
unique aspects of road rac- 
ing, including taking in sce- 
nic vistas and spending 
quality time with family. But 
King seems to have struck a 
balance between seeking 
that next personal record 
while still enjoying the expe- 
rience. 

“My favorite event is the 
Beach to Beacon 10K in 
Cape Elizabeth, Maine,” she 
said. “It’s a wonderful, chal- 
lenging small-town event 
with fantastic views. The 
excitement from the specta- 
tors is amazing. I have fam- 
ily in the area and some are 
working on 17 consecutive

years running this race.” 

King has lifted her running 
to a special place through 
her affiliation with IR4, 
(http://www.whoirun4.com/ 
) which pairs distance run- 
ners with those who cannot 
run due to physical disabili- 
ties. 

“This is a non-profit organ- 
ization founded in 2013,” 
explained King. “I have a 
buddy named Reid. He 
reminds me that there are 
those who can’t run, jump, 
and play like the rest of us. I 
was matched with him a few 
months ago and have gotten 
to know his fabulous family 
very well. I love ‘sharing’ 
my miles with him, through

Like the women who pre- 
ceded her in this column, 
Jennifer King pays tribute to 
the Sole Sisters organiza- 
tion. 

“Two years ago I would not 
have believed I’d be here,” 
she said. “Coach Carmela 
(Taveras) believed in me 
and I will be forever grate- 
ful. Running may be seen as 
an individual sport but in 
many aspects, it’s a team 
sport. It’s important to have 
a support system to remind 
you of your strengths when 
you need it most. The Sole 
Sisters have provided a driv- 
ing force toward my running 
success.” 
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
